so stiongly set m. 
Hence the demands fur 
specie became unceasing, and correspond- 
ing prostration rapidly ensued under 
the 
necessities created for the Banks, to curtail 
their discounts, and thereby to reduce their 
circulation. 
I recur to these things with no 
disposition to censure 
pre-existing adminis- 
trations of the government, but simply in 
exemplification of the truth of the position 
which I i.ave assumed. 
If, then, any fiscal 
agent which may be created, shall be placcd 
without due restrictions, either in the hands 
of the administrators of the Government or 
those of private individuals, the temptation 
lo abuse vvill prove to be resistless. 
Ob- 
jects of political aggrandizement may sc- 
duce the first, and the promptingsof bound- 
less cupidity will assail the last. 
Aided by 
the experienca of the past, 
it will be the 
pleasure ol'Congress so to guard and fortify
